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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Objections 


1. The numbering of claims 22-42 are not in accordance with 37 CFR LI 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims 
are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented,

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group I, claim(s) 27-43, drawn to an optoelectronic component. 

Group II, claim(s) 44-47, drawn to a method for producing an optoelectronic component. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons:

made by another and materially different process. In the instant case, unpatentability of the 
Group I invention would not necessarily imply unpatentability of the Group II invention, because 
the Group II invention could be made by a process materially different from that of the Group I 
invention. For example, the process of claim 44 can be materially altered by connecting the 
auxiliary carrier to the system carrier before connecting the auxiliary carrier to the element. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
